•Woodburn should not let his prejudice 
or partiality restrain him from making 
this amendment, Ha is, or at least 
ought to be, the representative of the 
whole State, not of a particular Tillage, 
and as a Congressman he ought to let 
his vision citend beyond the confines of 
Washoe, and give each and every county 
the benefit of an appropiiation from the 
National Treasury. It -would be a pood 
•way to get a million or so of those stand- 
art dollars, which are so nnnoying to the 
gold-bugs, out of the Treasury vaults 
and in circulation. The Government 
made n profit oi several millions on the 
coinage of Nevada silver, and, under 
the circumstances, it can afford to "be 
generous to the State.

The House Cominitte on the War De- 


partment Expenditures concluded their 
hearing of the charges of irregularity in 
the accounts « the Signal Service Bu- 
reau, and adopted a resolution declar- 
ing that evidence does not show the ex- 
istence of any fraud or corruption. 


THE PCFOBAHE OF TOTEM. 


The Free Lince informs MS that 


"there ie talk of organizing a society 
for the purpose of preventing the buy- 
ing and selling of votes at the coming 
election, to be known as the Nevada 
Home Rule and Free Ballot Association. 
It would be non-'partiian in character, 
and would compriie men from all po- 
litical factions. Several leading citizens, 
including Hon. Thos. Wren, Col. A. C. 
Ellia, General C. C. Powning, Hon. W. 
E. F. Deal, and others, have signified 
their willingness to do whatever they 
can for the success of the movement." 


The move is a. good one, and practical, 


and if carried out would give our State 
a new standing, and save the down-fall 
of many a man. 


Too many, not in Nevada, but else- 


where, look upon the traffic in votes as 
being legalized by custom, with positive 
statutory provisions against it. 


The bfsmircbing of Senator Payne'* 


skirts by the investigation of the Ohio 
Legislature is striking corruption in 
high places. The work of the Commit- 
tee of one hundred non partisans in 
Cincinnati has unearthed the rottenness 
of political hirelings. 


It is boldly asserted that most of the 


Senatorsbips of Nevada have been 
bought with a price. 
When the availa- 


bility of a candidate for any high office 
s discussed, the question of finan- 
cial, rather than mental backing, is the 
moat inquired alter. By forming an 
Association aud having iU representa- 
tives, deputized an Sheriffs, stand as 
watch dogs over the bullet box, and 
should there be the semblance of coin 
voting, to forthwith arrest the anspectn 
and let them answer criminally, we can 
send our next Senator to Washington 
without even the semblance of fraud or 
corruption. 
Tbere will be then no 


probable cause for any Senatorial inqui- 
sition, no opprobrium oust upon the 
State, because the ballot will have ei- 
presied the will of the people. 


An order will shortly be issued by the 


War Department assigning Brigadier- 
General Potter to the command of the

Fa., April 52.—The trial 


ot Jno. McAndrewg and his wife, on a 
charge of murder, in having caused the 
death ot a 13-year-old girl, named Mary 
Gangban, who had bean entrusted to 
them some time ago, i* progressing 
here. Frank Gaughan, the girl's brother, 
testified that she WM lent long distances 
in her bare feet in frosty weather; was 
made to sleep on the floor on a bed of 
meal bags, with no covering, and sub- 
sisted entirely on mash. At DO time 
since last Fall has she been permitted 
to wear shoes or stockings. On Satur- 
day evening before she died, McAndrews 
heated a poker until it was red and 
robbed it upon her teeth, saying tbat if 
her ghost returned to this world he 
would be able to identify her. Frank 
last saw his sister on the morning of 
her death; she was lying on the floor 
and had no clothing over her. She 
asked him to lift her head on a pillow 
and to place the family dog upon her 
feet to keep them warm. The children 
of the house maltreated her, and one 
day put a bit in her mouth and chased 
her around the house. 
McAndrews 


said they might kill her for all be cared. 
The Sunday before she died McAndrews 
removed Mary's clothing, put her in a 
tub of water and then beat her with a 
horsewhip. .Tbil terrible story was cor- 
roborated by the neighbors, and Cor- 
oner Dean, who examined the body of 
the child immediately after her death, 
testified that she died of starvation and 
neglect.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—A bill was in- 


troduced by Mr. Morrill of Kansas, 
irom the Committee on Invalid Pen- 
sions, to-day, to pension prisoners of 
war. It provides that all disabled pris- 
oners of war shall be granted pensions 
at the rate uid for similar disabilities of 
honorably discharged soldiers, where 
the disability 13 presumed to be the re- 
sult of confinement in Southern prisons. 
The Committee estimates tbat it will re- 
quire $1,100,000 annually to meet thin 
addition to the pension rolls. The bill 
nlso provides that alt prisoners shall re- 
cieve a per diem of f 2 for each day's 
confinement, and to meet the expendi- 
ture 
on 
this 
account

They were also out of the line of pro- 
motion, and iu addition thereto EUS- 
ttined in mnny cases losses of personal 
property through confiscation by their 
etptors.

is prominently identified with the silver 
legislation iti Congress, does not appre- 
hend that the silver industry will be 
injured during the present session of 
Congress. In a letter to Hon. B. M.

Bland says: "I am sorry we could not 
pass the Free Coinage bill, but we 
scotched the suspension business, and I 
confidently hope for something still 
better for silver in the near future."

Now that there is beginning to be con- 


siderable talk of a railroad at some time 
penetration tbis country, aud us the peo- 
ple are so eagerly watching every move 
iu that direction, and so patiently await- 
ing the day when it will arrive, and di- 
ve lop the beat interests of tbis northern 
country, we consider shat it will not be 
at all out nf place to leter with pride, to

It has long been Known 
thai the Union Pacific railroad hud in 
contemplation the building of u road 
from Ogden, through to San Francisco, 
in order to have a competing line M 
the C. P, Co., and now such a line has 
become an absolute necessity, uud from 
tho best information obtainable it woulii 
seem that operations are assuming a 
tangible rhape; that surveyors aie at 
»oik east and west looking out a pr.ie 
ticabie route for the proposed new road 
That it will cnss through some portion 
ot Modoc county seems to be an assured 


I tact, but just what route it will take it 
is difficult to say. Tbe route which has 
always seemed to be the favorite one. 
and which lias rnoie thau once been 
gone over by surveying parties, passes 


' directly through tbis valley, anil »o 
' lievu through Altnras. Frnui Eaxle Lake 
(in the vicinity of which the surveyors 
are now working) for » distance of 200 
miles there is a comparatively luxe 
country to build over, and one rich in 
everything which lends to make business 
for u runroid. The n-ute alluded to 
leads from E-jgle Lalie across Mudaliut 
Plains, down the South Folk Valley, 
through tbe eastern end of Hot Spring 
Valley, and through Goose Lake Valley, 
through a succession of valleys and roil- 
ing hills, over whioh there would be 
scarcely any impediment to building, 
and a road once constructed over the 
route could be kept in repair at little 
or no expense as compared with other 
routes in \i*?w.
